JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The present mail brings dates from this port to Aug. 8. ‘The 
following items are from the Japan Mail :— 


A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce has been held to con- 
sider the revision of the Treaties which is to take place in 1872. 
Mr. Van der Tak, having been voted into the chair, said there 
were many matters to be revised, among others, the revision of the 
tariff, the regulation of the importand export trades, the Custom 
House anda foreign Inspectorate of Customs,asystem of drawbacks, 
permission for foreigners to visit the interior, especially the silk and 
tea producing districts, permission for foreign ships to carry on a 
coasting trade, the mines and the currency question, &c.,&c. He 
had now to lay before the meeting a resolution proposed by Mr. 
Geisenhcimer, seconded by Mr. Grigor and, after some discussion, 
carried, viz. :—That the Chamber shall appoint a standing com- 
mittee, consisting of seven members, whom it shall instruct to con- 
sider, embody, and lay before it at some date hereafter to be fixed, 
but not later than the end of the present year, such views and sug- 
gestions as it may appear important or desirable to bring under 
the notice of the foreign representatives in connection with the 
revision: of the treaties, which is to be made in 1872. This 
committee to meet at least once a month, and to be fur- 
ther instructed publicly to invite members or non-members 
of this Chamber to offer in writing any suggestions they 
may be prompted to make on matters connected with this sub- 
ject, ant to deliberate and report on all such communications. 
Mr. Mollison proposed, and Mr. Melhuish seconded, that Messrs. 
Hooper, Geisenheimer, Hurlburt,{Russell, Greeven, Wilkin, and 
Smith should form the committee. Mr. Johnston proposed, and 
Mr. Robinson seconded, a proposition to elect the committee by 
ballot. Carried by a majority of eight. The result of the ballot 
was the election of the same members as suggested by Mr. Molli- 
son, and as there was a possibility of some of the members not 
being able to serve, the committee were then authorised to com- 
plete their number. 

Two British subjects have been charged by the Japanese autho- 
rities with going beyond the Treaty limits. ‘hey were bound over 
to respect the limit in future. 

A circus troupe, which started from Turkey, travelled through 
Asia and reached Shanghai, has arrived at this port, and will give 
several performances. 

A farewell ball was given to tho officers of the 1st-10th Regi- 
ment at the Y. U. Club, and although the heat prevented many 
from testifying to their good wishes to the 10th Regiment by their 
presence, a large number of the residents presented themselves in 
the ball-room. 

A native woman administered poison to three foreigners living 
near the swamp, and they being apparently dead, she secured 
their valuables and decamped. Medical assistance was called in, 
and the three foreigners were restored, but the girl has not been 
heard of. 

Some Chinese have been sent'to Kioto, to instruct the tea-firers 
there in the art of firing tea for the Kuropean market, and to 
show them how to build tea-firing furnaces. The new method 
began on the 28th June, and a large number of girls and boys 
are daily employed in the business. Three departments in the 
south of Yamashiro province are devoting themselves to this 
manufacture, 
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Twenty-seven young Japanese left by the last American 
steamer for the purpose of visiting and studying in Europe and 
America.

LATER ADVICES VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

The Pacific mail steamer China arrived at San Francisco on 
the 12th ult., with dates from Yokohama to the 22nd August. 
The following is the summary of the news brought by the steamer 
as telegraphed to the New York journals :— 

Minister Low, United States Envoy to China, is in this city. 
The object of his visit is unknown, but it is supposed it has some 
reference to the Korean complications, The course pursued by 
the United States towards Korea is generally condemned here by 
foreigners, and Americans themselves concede the attack upon the 
forts to be a most disastrous affair, commenced without duly 
weighing the consequences or considering either the peculiarities 
of Korean character or whether the objects of the expedition 
could not be better attained by other methods. Minister Low is 
particularly reticent on the subject, and doubtless feels that his 
mission has proved a failure. 

Commissioners of China and Japan are preparing a “treaty be- 
tween these two countries. All the foreign Ministers except the 
American have been called home to consult with their Govern- 
ments concerning the treaties concluded with China and Japan 
by European and American nations. 

Minister Delong recently compelled the British Charge d’Af- 
fairs at Yokohama to apologise for insulting remarks concerning 
Americans in general and himself in particular. He also com- 
pelled the English editor of the Japan Mail to publish an abject 
apology for publishing the scurrilous document purporting to have 
been issued from the American Consulate. 

The ratifications of the treaty between Japan and Hawaii, ne- 
gotiated through Mr. Delong, the American Minister, have been 
exchanged. 

The flagship Colorado arrived here on the 20th inst. She is {to 
go into dock for repairs, which are greatly needed. 

An American having been imprisoned without cause, the Japan- 
ese authorities, on the demand of Consul Sheppard, released him, 
made an apology, and dismissed the officer who made the arrest. 

Great changes are making in the government of Japan. Sat- 
suma is getting the upper hand slowly. 

Teas are active, with a downward tendency. Silk ‘and ailk- 
worms’ eggs are in great demand, ,

CHINA. 
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SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port reach to the 12th August; no mail had 
been received since that of the 16th June, but the P. and 0. 
steamer with that of 30th June was expected on the day the 
mail left. The following summary of the intelligence is from the 
North China Herald :-— 

At last the dry weather has been broken. The strong southerly 
monsoon which has been blowing for the last fortnight increased 
to a heavy gale and frequent showers have since fallen. Rain 
was very badly wanted in the country, and energetic prayers 
have been offered up for it ; in the neighbourhood of Loonghwa, 
processions two miles long had been perambulating the country 
daily. In the Chekeang province the water in the canals was be- 
coming salt, which threatens the rice crop. 

There has been a terrible frequency of accidents to life on the 

river lately, which we cannot help thinking is largely due to the 
carelessness of those who are most upon it, and in whom a fami. 
liarity with its dangers leads to the inevitable contempt. It is 
scarcely an exaggeration to say that the loss of European life in 
the Wongpoo has this summer been greater than by all the other 
risks of residence put together. 
_ The Municipal Council report progress in the erection of an 
iron bridge over the Hongkew Creek; a temporary bridge has 
been thrown across it in the meantime. We wish they would put 
up another at the Soochow creek ; Ts. 200 or T1s.300 would be well 
spentin breaking through the hugbear of that monopoly. There 
have been only twenty-three burials during the half-year, and 
three of these were deaths by drowning. The Szechucn and 
Hoopeh road sewers have been completed. Inquiry has been 
made at home in regard to water works. Extensions have been 
eflected in the Ningpo, Canton, Hong Kong, and Taiwan roads. 

At a meeting of subscribers to the Shanghai Library the report 
and accounts were passed, the latter showing a balance due to the 
treasurer for the period to the close of 1870 of Tls. 25 0.6, to 
which must be added liabilities amounting to Tls. 484.51, in all 
Tis, 609.57, against a sum of Ts, 1,500 on fixed deposit with the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Company. The position of 
the library is slightly worse than at the end of 1868, when the 
accounts were last made up. 

‘The Laou-ke-chong nuisance has been brought up before the 
Mixed Court, and it was decided, as a temporary measure at 
least, that the houses should be required to close at midnight. 

From Ticntsin we hear that Mr. Wade, immediately after re- 
Geiving a tclegram of his appointment as British Minister at Pe- 


king, went down to Tientsin, and departed H.3L8 ‘Ci 
join Mrs. Wade at Chair e eparted, per H.M.S, Leven to 
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The Pacific Mail Steamship Company announce the following 
rates of passage in future between Shanghai and Japan :—To 
Nagasaki 330, return $55 ; to Hiogo $55, return $100; to Yoko- 
hama 880, return $140. 

We understand that the Chinese contemplate erecting a powder 
manufactory on the French road to Sikaway, near Overweg’s bun- 
galow. They are pressing the villagers to sell about thirty mow 
of rice-land directly opposite theJbungalow, at the rate of $35 a 
mow. But the owners are very loth to do so, both because the 
price is inadequate and because they fear the factory. On the 
latter score at least they have good reason’; and we think the 
Forcign Consuls should echo their remonstrance. 

The Trustees of the North-China Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society have at length taken possession of the site for their house, 
and commenced their building operations. The building as now 
contracted for will face the upper Yuen-Ming-Yuen Road, and is 
situated close to the Peking Road. It has been designed by Mr. 
Kingsmill. 

It is reported that Mr. Wade has lately discovered a new merit 
in a certain member of the Legation Staff—that he is almost 
better acquainted with Court etiquette than the mandarins them- 
selves! Weare tempted to quote Wingrove Cooke’s idea on this 
subject. The Tartar General of Canton is taken prisoner and 
brought in. ' Knowing himself to be personally safe, he swells and 
tries to look majestic. He believes he has to do with men more su- 
perstitiously obsequious to Chinese rank than the coolies of Canton, 
so he tries toawe them by his presence. Perhaps heis right. There 
is too much of this nonsense. The interpreters catch the mania of 
mandarin worship from their teachers and their Chinese books ; 
and our leaders—predisposed by the truly English deference for 
high sounding titles—catch the infectious folly from the inter- 
preters.” So Wingrove Cooke’s estimate of a man who studied 
Chinese etiquette was rather in the inverse ratio to Mr. Wade’s : 
and the public incline to agree with Wiugrove Cooke. If we are 
civilised people, our own forms and ceremonies should be enough 
for us, and good enough for the Chinese in our intercourse with 
them. 

A mail robbery has occurred on board the Kiangse, during her 
trip up from Ningpo. It appears the Chinese mail is carried in 
charge of a native agent, ina box which is deposited in the opium 
room. A Chinese passenger managed, by thrusting his hand be- 
tween some wooden bars, to reach the box and wrench it open, 
the lock being only a common Chinese one. The thief and an 
accomplice then abstracted a number of letters before they were 
discovered, one containing a Chinese bank order for over Tls. 1,000, 
and another being a parcel of 860. All the letters except these 
two were recovered, and the thieves handed over to the police on 
arrival hero, They have been identified as frequent passengers 
by the Ningpo steamer. 

The Emperor of China has conferred a title and decoration on 
Sir Jung Bahadur, Prime Minister of Nepaul, for his services to 
the British during the Mutiny in India. China, it will be re- 
membered, claims suzerainty over Nepaul. Sir Jung, however, 
seems hardly to be sufficiently grateful for the honour, as it is 
said he has availed himself of the return to Lassa of the Chinese 
Ambassador to intimate to the Thibetan authoritics that he is 
aware of military preparations still going on in Thibet, and to 
demand an explanation of thcir object, “ unless they wish it to 
be understood that they are directed against Nepaul, in which 
case the Durbar would know how to act.” 

The death is reported of Mr. Woolfe, a tidewaiter in the Cus- 
toms service, who fell overboard from the yacht Fairy, and was 
drowned. 


AMOY. 
(FROM OUR! OWN SE RRSEONTENE:) 
; moy, Ava. 10. 

You will, of course, ere this have heard of the commotions in 
Canton, arising from the report that foreigners had been engaged 
in distributing poisonous pills for the destruction of the Chinese. 
You will not be surprised to hear that these rumours are ascend- 
ing up the coast with the most astounding rapidity. The very 
steamer that brought the news from the south seemed to have 
brought also Chinese who at once affirmed the report, with, of 
course, many a gross exaggeration. The peopletwere at once ex- 
cited. The foreigners had in their employ, so rumour stated, a 
number of reckless characters, who, under the plea of benevo- 
lence, were distributing medicines that were to bring on diseases 
that none but the foreigner could cure. All who took them would 
therefore be brought under the control of the foreigner, and the 
upshot would be they would have to become Christians. Two 
of the mandarins put out proclamations warning the people from 
taking the pills, and notifying to all that had already swal- 
lowed them to repair to their official residence, as they 
were provided with antidotes that would be given away 
gratis. The strangest fact about all this is that there actu- 
ally areJpills being distributed, but by whom none can tell; I 
have seen them myself, and therefore can vouch for the fact. The 
panic is spreading away into thecountry. In Chang-chow, thirty- 
tive miles from here westward, the whole place is inundated with 
placards accusing the foreigner of the vilest intentions. In Chin- 
chew, fifty miles northward, a fearful epidemic in the way of pla- 
cards is at this moment raging. There the accusations are 
stronger and viler than have yet been met with in any other 
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locality ; and so the rumours will spread till they have gone over 
the whole Empire. The signs of the times here are very ominous. 
The mandarins are taxing the people to an almost unendurable 
extent. Trade is long ago paralysed, great numbers can hardly 
live so thoroughly impoverished are they. They would hail a row 
with the greatest delight, as they might have a chance of being re- 
lieved by the result. If the foreigner can be made the means of 
this so much the better. It requires no special prophetic powers to 
assert that unless vigorous precautions are taken some great tra- 
gedy will before long be enacted in China, to arouse the rulers of 
the West from their fatal confidence in the sincerity of the 
Chinese Government. I perceive that the “ French Circular ” is 
being favourably received at home, because it is supposed to be 
aiming solely at the Roman Catholics. ‘This is a grand mistake. 
If that Circular is agreed to, it will before very long very effec- 
tually restrict all missionary work in the Treaty Ports. The pre- 





sent excitement about the pills has shown that the people have. 


no more special love for the Protestant than the Catholic mis- 
sionaries. Notwithstanding the plausibility of the Circular itisa 
thoroughly dangerous and dishonest one. People at home fancy 
that when the Chinese Government say a thing they mean it. 
They have yet to learn that truth is a thing practically ignored 
throughout the length and breadth of this Empire. Lying is 
looked upon rather in the light of an accomplishment, and he 
who succeeds in best deceiving his fellow is considered the 
paca genius. Looked at from this light, how can the Circular 

e considered otherwise than a most insidious attempt to prepare 
the way for the final ejection of every foreigner from the country ? 


HONG KONG. 

We have advices from this port to the 17th August ; no out- 
ward mail had been received since that of 30th June; but the 
French mail of 7th July was due on the day the mail left. The 
following items of news are from the China Maii :-— 

At Swatow it would appear that a sort of political purifying 

rocess is going on. A military commissioner is just now travel- 
ing through district after district of the Chao-chao-foo depart- 
ment, armed with full powers to apprehend, ty and execute stray 
robbers, thieves and other disturbers of the peace. The Imperial 
tax collectors are also busy—too much so, in fact, for the tastes 
of the people ; and all the district magistrates are raking up all 
arrears of litigation, to obtain money for the Imperial exchequer, 
and a little for themselves. It is confidently stated that the 
population is getting more and more dissatisfied with their heavy 
and ever-increasing burden of taxation. 

At Amoy the receipt of Chinese broadsides or leaflets from 
Canton had partially informed the natives there of the official 

roclamations in Kwantung and Kwangsi concerning the chimera 

called the Shan-sin-fan. Promptly enough, it would seem, ap- 
peared a proclamation issued by the Hai-fung, warning the people 
against “ idle and mischievous rumours spread against forei:ners,”” 
and exhorting the people to keep quiet, dsc. Our advices from the 
coast tend tostrengthen the impression that the excitement recently 
raised by the mythical “ powder of the genii ” meant something else 
than a merc set against foreigners. It is said that, in Amoy, no ill- 
feeling whatever exists against foreigners or native Christians, but 
that there is a wide-spread and decided animosity against the na- 
tive Government on account of heavy taxation. The people 
grumble that they have to pay heavily for the Governor-General’s 
ship-building whims, while at the same time they are freely 
drawn upon for the benefit of the Imperial exchequer. In the 
coast ports there appears to reign a profound calm, which would 
even justify the notoriously pacific telegrams forwarded by Mr. 
Thomas Francis Wade from Peking. 

We hear that there is great excitement in Tunkgoon, and with 
the object of overawing the people tho Viceroy at Canton has 
despatched 2,000 soldiers to that place. The advent of the braves 
is said to be connected with the punishment of the rioters who 
have recently pulled down the chapel there at the outbreak of 
the Shan-Sin-I'an excitement. Knowing the turbulent character 
of the Tungkoonites, and the resistance with which any requisi- 
tion to demand the surrender of the ringleaders ip the riot for 
punishment would be met, his Excellency has deemed it neces- 
sary to send a large force to inspire the people with fear, 
while the commander thinks demonstrative mcasures are cal- 
culated to lead to an immediate outbreak. Therefore, in 
order to give full moral effect to the presence of a large 
army, and at the same time to avoid rousing the turbulent blood 
of the Tungkoonites,§ he judiciously, on the arrival of the 
army, prohibited them from landing, and procecded himself with- 
out delay to the residence of the district magistrate, with whom 
he had a consultation. After his departure the latter immediately 
summoned the elders to a meeting in the Town Council-hall. The 
elders had been all under the impression that the object of the 
summons by the mandarin was to call upon them to deliver up 
the rioters, but to their surprise the magistrate only told them to 
return home to collect the voluntecrs that were under them, and 
be prepared to come out with them at an emergency. By this 
stratagem the number of the disaffected would be reduced, and 
the rising of the rest could be repelled with the forces at hand 
and the co-operation of the volunteers. 

The “ Shan-sin-fan ” excitement has brought ruin to many petty 
hawkers, especially in Tungkoon, where the people are more super- 
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stitious, in addition to their other bad qualities. Thera had been 
a cessation of business there, the shops dealing in edibles were all 
closed, and hawkers of confectionery and sweet-meats were pelted 
and driyen away from the villages. The identification of the 
foreigners with the pills hag brought about the cancellation of 
some contracts for the supply of foreign rice or American flour. 
That the Tungkoon people ara the most superstitioug and most 
unruly of all the people in the Province is beyond question, and 
the mandarings are ever afraid to resort to extreme measures with 

them. In spite of the proclamations calling on them not to exact 
summary justice from those who are suspected of administering 
the alleged poisonous powder, they still carry on a kind of lynch 
law on all those who are suspected, by means of drowning or beat- 
ing to death. When a person is once suspected, there is very 
little chance for him. While on the subject of the Shan-sin-fan, we 
may mention that advices from Amoy state that the excitement 
there has worn off considerably, and there has been no riot in con- 
nection therewith, although experienced men appear te have made 
up their minds to serious disturbances before long—on, we pro- 
sume, anti-mandarin grounds. 

We are indebted to Captain Low, of the N. B. Palmer, lately 
arrived from New York, for some information relating to the trade 
winds of the season, of much interest to navigators between China 
and the Atlantic ports. The South-East trades, so long looked 
upon as important aids to ocean-voyaging vessels, have this year 
totally failed to maintain their accustomed character. After 
leaving the line on the Atlantic side in June last, Captain Low 
experienced a succession of winds from East to North in the lati- 
tudes hitherto looked upon as the natural locality of a prevailing 
south easterly wind. On this side of the Cape the absence of the 
regular trade wind was still more striking, After turning 
North for Anjer, in about 18 deg. S., the first wind expe- 
rienced was from E.N.E., drawing round to North, whence 
for two or three days it blew a perfect gale. A westerly 
wind then replaced that expected from the eastward, so that 
from 18 deg. to 4 deg. S. no vestige of the heretofore regular 
“trade wind’? was experienced. It may be mentioned that 
the past four months have been unusually prolific in lunar pheno- 
mena of a nature held by navigators, whatever scientists may say 
to the contrary, to materially affect the weather. Thus the moon 
has been twice in perigee, and upon the latter occasion—the 29th 
ult.—it was immediately followed by a full moon. Captain Low 
expressed his conviction on the voyage that very heavy weather 
would be experienced, on or about that date, in the China sea, 
and singularly enough the Loudoun Castle was lost on the date 
specified during heavy weather such as that predicted. 

A few hours before the departure of the P. M.8.8.Co.’s China, 
for San Francisco, a large number of Chinamen who had been 
booked and received on board as “ free passengers,’ took “ French 
leave” under circumstances which have been detailed to us ag 
follows. It appears that an anonymous letter was found stick- 
ing to the dose of an influential Chinese merchant, which, 
on being opened, was found to contain an appeal purporting 
to have eome from certain passengers alleged to have been 
kidnapped and detained on board the American mail steamer 
against their will, and praying for rescue from their sealed 
doom. In this letter the name of a coolie-broker, together with 
his address, was given. The Chinese merchant in question took 
the mysterious letter to the Registrar-General,and asked his ad. 
vice as to the best mode to be adopted under the circumstances 
While they were discussing the matter, and while a policeman 
was on his way to bring the coolie-broker to the Registrar- 
General for the purpose of inquiry, the broker came rushing to 
the policemen, saying that some forty or fifty men were plunder- 
ing and ransacking his house in Wing On street. It seems that 
an American gentleman has arrived from Louisiana with the 
object of introducing Chinese labour into that State, and 
for that purpose he has cngaged a Chinese coolie broker to 
get him a supply of coolies, offering him a commission of $5 
for each coolie he procures, besides paying the travelling 
expenses of the coolic, and of the sub-agent who goes into the 
interior to get his supply of human cargo. The cost of importing 
coolies into long Kong, including the commission of $9, is on 
an average about $10 a head. Apart from this expenditure they 
are fed and quartered in the colony until the departure of any 
vessel conveying them away. It seems that some 270 of these 
coolies have been collected from time to time, and they were 
brought before the emigration officer, before whom they ex- 
pressed their free will to emigrate to America, and accordingly 
they were conveyed on board and passages taken for them by the 
American gentleman. Before embarkation, however, the coolies 
were promised that they should have an advauce of wages at 
eight o’clock next morning. When that hour arrived no 
advance was forthcoming; they were then told that they 
would be paid at ten o'clock, or so soon as the banks were open. 
The men becoming, however, impatient and dissatisfied, believed 
that they had been duped, and that there was no intention of 
paying them the advance, but that the story of the banks not 
opening was merely an excuse. Some forty or fifty of them, 
therefore, left the steamer and proceeded to the coolie broker's 
shop, and made a disturbance, charging the man with being @ 
kidnapper, and finally tearing down and smashing everything in 
the shop. The remainder of the 270 men followed the example of 
the others and left the vessel. The loss entailed on the broker by 
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by jumping overboard. 
The half.yearly meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation was held on the 14th August, the Hon. R., 
Rowett in the chair. The report states that the net profits, in- 
cluding $22,554.33 brought forward from last account, after pay- 
ing all charges and deducting interest paid and due, and ma ing 
full provision for all bad and doubtful debts, amount to 
$388,401.39, of which after deducting rebate on bills not yet due 
and remuneration to directors, there remains for appropriation 
$371,331.04. From this sum the directors recommended the dis- 
tribution of a dividend of $7.50 per share on the paid up shares, 
and of $4.50 per share on the new shares, being equivalent to six 
er cent. for the half year; this will absorb $240,000, and of the 
Bismacs: the directors propose carrying $100,000 to the reserve 
fund (thus raising it to $900,000) and $31,331 to the credit of 
new profit and loss account. The report was unanimously adopted, 
and Messrs. W. Lemann and G. F. Weller appointed directors, 
in the place of Messrs. H. B. Lemann and @. F. Heard, who have 
left the Colony. 
The ordinary half-yearly meeting of the Hong-Kong and 
Whampoa Dock Company took place on the 15th August, Hon. 
W. Keswick in the chair. The report and accounts were paased 
and are upon the whole satisfactory. $46,461 have been written 
off for depreciation on value of property, but notwithstanding 
this and the competition existing in other directions, the accounts 
show a net profit for the half-year of $50,298. A dividend for 
the half-year of 2} per cent. was declared, and $18,347 written 
off for depreciation in the Kowloong Dock, marine engines, &c. 
This month has been most distinctly a very rainy month, to 
judge from the half that has already passed. Already, during 
fifteen days no less than 189] inches have fallen, or 1:26 per 
day ; and if we add this to the 525 inches which fell during the 
previous seven months, we have a total for the seven months and 
a-half of 70°96 inches. So far as we have gone, the season 1871 
seems likely to prove itself one of the wettest for many @ year. 
It may be interesting to know that in 1870 the total amount of 
rin that fell was 56°07 inches, while in 1869 the total was a little 
more than last year, viz., 63°71 inches. News has arrived to the 
effect that the floods at Tientsin have been unusually serious, that 
the crops have been destroyed, and that the loss of life has been 
very great. 
In the Supreme Court Chief Justice Smale has delivered 
judgment in the case of the collision between the steamship 
Volga and the ship Lanercost. His Lordship said: The replies of 
the assessors to the questions put to them are very clear. I have 
in this case relied very much on the assessors, and seeing no rea- 
son whatever to differ from their decision, I adopt it as the de- 
cision of this Court. In these circumstances I think the decree 
of this Court must be that each party pay its own costs, and that 
they pay the fees to the assessors in equal moieties. Refer it to the 
Registrar and merchants to assess the damage incurred by the 
Lanercost by reason of the collision, and let the owners of the 
Volga pay one-half thereof to the owners of the Lanercost.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 20th August; the outward mail of July 

21st was received on the 19th August. The folowing items are 
from the Straits Times, which appears in very improved form, and 
apparently printed from a new fount of type :— 
The Legislative Council met on the 14th and 16th inst., but the 
meetings were mainly occupied in discussing the Indian Penal 
Code, which is again being adapted to this colony. The Colonial 
Secretary is at present at Malacca, engaged with other officials in 
making inquiry into the system of land tenure there. Consider- 
able difficulty has been experienced by the Government in dealing 
with the Crown lands in Malacca, owing to a custom which has pre- 
vailed there for centuries ; this is, that the settler clears the 
land, and so long as he cultivates it, pays one-tenth of the pro- 
duce to the Government. The difficulty of collecting the tenths 
made the local Government seek to compel the settlers to take 
out leases for their lands, but this they would not do, and the 
penalty of distraint inflicted by the Government having been de- 
clared illegal by the Supreme Court, it has become necessary to 
adopt some other course to secure the Government against the 
loss of its legitimate revenue ; hence the appointment of this com- 
mittee. 

It is satisfactory to learn that the lighthouse on the North 
Sands in Malacca Straits is at last not only decided upon, but that 
a contract for its erection has been already entered into. Pro- 
bably our home readers were aware of this before it was known 
here, the contract having been made in England through the Co- 
lonial-office. This lighthouse will be of great importance to the 
navigation of the Straits, and is more urgently needed now that 
the greater part of the carrying traffic is done by steamers, and 
the inefficiency of the present lightships, which was bad enough 
for sailing ships, has become a serious subject of complaint. The 
propriety of erecting a lighthouse on Acheen Head, or one of the 
islands close to, is being frequently urged upon the Netherlands 
Indian Government, and it is probable that our Dutch friends will 
establish one there at no very distant date. This, with the North 
Sands lighthouse, will make the lighting of the Straits complete. 

Very heavy weather has prevailed in the China Sea during this 
month. On the 9th inst.a typhoon swept along the Formosa 
Channel, and a number of disasters are reported. By the Chins 
nae we learn of the loss of the Loudoun Castle, from Foochow for 

fanila, in ballast ; and a telegram has been received announcing 
the loss of the Westward Ho, of this port, from Shanghai for For- 
mosa, and the drownirg of the master ; the same telegram says that 
the Othello had also been lost; the Anna (we presume the North 
German barque of that name) was tshore in a dangerous position, 
and that the Lucknow had sustained serious damage. Probably 
when full particulars arrive the list of disasters will be much 
longer. In addition to these a telegram has been received here 
of the loss on the Burmah coast of the barque Kim Eng Seng, 
Captain Jackson, from Mauritius for Rangoon, to load for Singa-

At the meeting of the Tanjong Pagar Dock] Company the re- 
port was unanimously carried, anda dividend declared at the rate 
of nine per cent. per annum on preference shares, and of five per 
cent. per annum on ordinary shares.

After 
some discussion, it was proposed by the Hon. J. J. Greenshields, 
and seconded by Joaquim d’Almeida, Hsq.: “That the proposal to 
guarantee the preference shareholders nine per cent., under the 
conditions contained in the document dated May 12, be adopted.” 
To this an amendment was put by Septimus Short, Esq., 
seconded by W. Mulholland, Esq.: “That the question of gua- 
ranteeing the preference shareholders nine per cent. be post- 
poned for at least twelve months, when the matter can be 
again brought forward.” The amendment was carried. After 
an explanation of the nature of the services afforded the com- 
pany by Messrs. Mactaggart, Tidman and OCo., their Lundon 
agents, it was proposed by Jasper Young, Esq., seconded by the

The Currency Question of the Colombo Docks or Harbour and 
the Paumbem Passage at present divide public attention. The 
alteration of our monetary system, from pounds, shillings, and 

nce, to rupees and cents has been decreed to take place on 
Faanacy 1 next; after which date any other currency will be 
illegal. The opposition to this change comes chiefly from the 
merchants, who fear or fancy all sorts of complications and diffi- 
culties will arise in their computations, and it is said they have 
asked the banks to continue keeping their accounts in pounds, 
shillings, and pence. Whether the change was necessary or not 
opposition is idle now, and the merchants would do well to assist 
and facilitate rather than impede the introduction of a system 
which has been decided upon and must be carried out—a system 
which is simplicity itself, and which once fairly introduced will be 
easier and more satisfactory in calculation than either the pounds, 
shillings. and pence of England, the rupees, annas, and pies of 
India, the Spanish or Mexican dollar, the Dutch rix dollar, 
or any other non-decimal currency—a system, too, which the 
great Empire of India is now about to adopt, and to which 
all the countries of Europe which have not already introduced it 
are tending. Not only will the decimal system soon be general 
in monetary matters, but it must soon become applicable to 
weights and measures. And when that becomes law among all 
ciyilised countries, how simple will be all transactions, commer- 
cial and otherwise, of nations and peoples with each other. As 
regards Ceylon, all this opposition is sheer moonshine, for the 
system is to be changed only in name. A rupee will still be value 
for two shillings in all engagements previously made by the Go- 
vernment with their servants or with others, while after the lst 
January. 1872, rupees and cents will be the only legal tenders. 

The Marine Engineer, Mr. Townshend, has been round the 
island, with the Governor, in the new colonial steamer Serindib, 
He has inspected the Paumben Passage, and we learn has ex- 
pressed himself favourably as to the feasibility of making a 
channel for ships of all size making the voyage to India. “he 
docks for Colombo are now engaging his attention, and should 
he arrive at a favourable opinion as to these also the next point 
he will have to decide will be the cost of both works, and if this 
be found to be within our compass, the island will have made 
a gain instead of a loss by Mr. Robertson having given it the go- 
bye. Accounts of Mr. Townshend’s antecedents point to him as 
the right man in the right place—a man who has not only great 
engineering ability, but great experience in such works as he has 
come here to inspect, and whose report may be considered entirely 
reliable. The Harbour aueren he has not yet entered upon the 
consideration of. Nor will he be likely to do so till he has fully con- 
sidered the scheme of Docks. Gas supply for Colombo is now 
soon to be a fact, and that capital will be all a-blaze with gas by 
the middle of September. Water for Colombo, Candy, and Galle 
is a question now agitating the Municipal Councils of these three 
principal stations ; and the probability is that each will soon 
be in possession of a full supply of that inestimable treasure, pure 
water.

IMPORTS. 

HaNKow.—A moderate business had been done in manufactured 
goods since last English mail; Shirtings were dull and lower, but other 
cottons had improved in value, and all woollens had advanced considerably. 
Grey Shirtings: A dul] dragging market throughout the fortnight, and 
prices had declined about 5 candarcens per picce. Quotations: Tla. 1.70 
to 1.75 for 7 Ibs., Ts. 1.87 to 1.95 for 8} lbs., and ‘Tls. 2.44 to 2.60 for 
93 lbs., with little inquiry. White Shirtings: Quotations nominal. 
T-Cloths: Fine goods of all weights in fair demand, and rather firmer ; 
ordinary makes, unchanged, common wanted. Drills: Few in hand, 
and with a healthy country demand, prices had advanced fully a mace 
per piece, closing strong at Tls. 3.20 to 3.25 for English, and Tls. 3.10 
to 3.20 for Dutch goods. Jeans : Demand temporarily subsided. Fancy 
and Dyed Cottons : little done at Jast quotations, importers being inclined 
to ask higher rates. Woollens and Worsicds: Camlets ; quotations a 
tuel per piece higher, but natives hardly realised such a rapid advance, 
and they were not going into consumption at these rates; Lastings, 
common about 5 mace higher; Long Ells, owing to speculative demand 
in Shanghai, quotations had advanced, and holders were firm, except for 
Scarlet ; prices wero purely nominal ; Spanish Stripes saleable at 56 to 
61 cents per yard. Orleans and Lustres: Figures sold up to Tis. 4.20 
per piece, being an advance of about half a tael. Prices weak at the 
close. Sales of Crapes reported at Tls, 3.90 to 4.00, but lower offers 
made. Metals: Lead advanced about 4 mace per picul, caused by 
speculative demand. Quicksilver: Steady at Ts. 67.00 per picul. 

SHANGHAI.—Great quietness hud prevailed in the market. The news 
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from the North had been of a very discouraging nature, while that from 
the River Ports, although reporting a fair busineas, had advised drvop- 
ing prices fér some of the principal staples. Grey Shirtings: Re-sales 
by speculators still formed the chief portion of the business, and under 
the pressure to sell, a concession to buyers of 3 to 4 cands. per piece 
had been established. As the market closed dealers evinced more dis- 
position to purchase common to good ordinary chops at from Tls. 1.84 
to 1.87 per piece for 8} 1bs, makes, and Tis. 1.67 to 1.70 per piece 
for 7 lbs. The finest qualities were in less favour, and no in- 
terest whatever had lately been taken in the heavy cloths. White 
Shirtings: Transactions had been of a retail character, at a slight 
decline. T-Cloths: Very little had been done, and quotations, which, 
however, were purely nominal, showed a drop of fully 3 candareens per 
piece. A resale of best chop dollar 7 lbs. had established the rate for 
that cloth at Tls. 1.66 ; common 7 Ibs. had been asked for, but the rates 
offered, viz. Tls. 1.87 to 1.44 per piece, had led to few settlements. 
Drills ‘had been in fair inquiry, but at lower figures; sales of good 
English 15 lbs. at Tls. 3.174, but it was doubtful whether Ts, 3.15 
could be got at the close; sca damaged American sold by public auc- 
tion, and found ready buyers at Tls.3.19 to 3.23. Jeans: Deinand sub 
sided, and best English quoted Tls.2.40 per piece; finest Dutch placed 
at Tls.2.50 per piece; American light in stock and without change, 
Sheetings: In good request, and small lots placed at former prices. 
Fancy Cottons: Only a limited trade had been done; Gentian Shirt. 
ings, Tls. 2.40 to 2.55; Velvets and Velveteens had fuund buyers to 
small extent at rather better rates; Dyed Brocades in more demand at 
former quotations. Woollens: The dusiness had been small; Long Ells 
saleable at about last quotations, but some resales reported at ficures indi- 
cating a slightly weaker tone; Figured Orleans firm, but difficult of sale; 
Spanish Stripes and Fine Cloths could be bought at lower prices. 
Lastings of good assortment saleable at last quotations ; Crape Lustres: 
Difficulty is experienced in yetting clearance of former settlements, a 
sure sign that the large business reported a short time ago was the result 
of speculative demand ; Crape Lastings had changed hands at about 
Tls. 6.50 per piece. Mv tals: Iron Nail Rod taken at Tls. 2.05 for large 
sizes, and Tls. 2.25 to 2.40 for fair to good assortments ; market firiner 
for desirable parcels, as will be seen from our quotations; Lead firmly 
held for higher rates; holders asked Tl3, 4.60 to 4.70 ;‘a few sales of 
L B at Tls. 4.50. 

Hona Kone.—Cotton Yarn: The demand had been very slack, 
dealers being in no hurry to buy, while advices from England indicated

TEA. 

HANKow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. report as follows :— 
The business of the past fortnight has been on a limited scale, the large 
export having greatly checked buyers, while the quality of Toa offered 
has steadily fallen off. Settlements are 6,837 chests 5,560 half-chests, 
against 2,834 chests during the corresponding period last year. The 
advance in prices mentioned in our last was maintained untll receipt of 
news from Shanghai, advising 2 considerable rise in freights and a very 
quiet market, when some slight concession was made by teamen. The 
transactions of the last day or two, however, considering the character 
of the Tea settled, show this advantage to have been lost, and if any- 
thing point ton further advance. The second crop leaf is now pretty 
well all to hand, latest arrivals being cither largely mixed with or en- 
tirely third crop Tea, As yet only few musters havo been shown, but 
these, if a fair standard, would, we think, make the Teas better than last 
year’s. Natives themselves report unfavourably of the crop as a whole, 
owing to want of rain. Shipments to Shanghai on native accountare again 
heavy, forfthe fortnight 39,570 packages, against 39,000 last year; and 
our total export shows no reduction in the large increase over that of 
the previous season. The quotation for Shuntam Tea is nominally 
Tis, 11}; Flavoury Oopacks, Tls. 164 to 18. Scttlements from 22nd 
July to date are—5,381 chests 4,965 half-chests, at 1s. 3d. to 1s, 5d. 
per Ib. ; 1,456 chests 595 half-chests, at 113d. to 1s. 14d. Total ship- 
ments to Shanghai for sale on native account, 149,695 packages, against 
170,000 packages last year. 

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report is as fol- 
lows :—Black Teas: During the early part of the fortnight under notice 
a steady business was done in fair to medium Oonfaas and Oopacks at 
Tis, 22 to 24, and in Ningchows at Tls. 24 to 27 for the best of the 
second crops, but little attention being given to common kinds. On the 
4th instant we reccived telegraphic advices of the opening of the London 
market for new Teas at most unsatisfactory rates, which caused most 
of our buyers to retire from the market, and but little was done for a 
day or two, rates showing a decline of about one tael. Since, confi- 
slence has beon restored, and there has been a good demand for fair to 
medium grades at prices which show an advance from the lowest point. 
Some musters of the third crop have been shown ; they are well made, 
and appear to be up to average, although not favourably reported upon 
by teamen, who think the weather was too dry to produce Teas of keep- 
ing quality. Prices:—Early settlements were made at declining rates 
till a fall of about one tael was established, at which business continued 
to be done till receipt of the telegrams referred to above, when for a day 
or two a further decline of one tael was submitted to by Teamen on all 
kinds, excepting Shuntams and common Hohows. There has since 
been more doing and some recovery in price ; the market closes with 
holders firm for rates about one tael under those quoted in our last, 
The bulk of the business has been done in Teas costing Tis. 21 to 24. 
A few Shuntams have been settled at Tls. 15, which establishes a lower 
quotation. Settlements from July 28 to date :—Settlements, 32,361 
chessts and 21,558 half-chests; stock, 46,545 chests, against 96,310 
chests last year. Quotations (exchange at 6s. 1d. per tael and freight 
£3 per ton) :—Hohows, common to fair, 1s. to 1s. 23d. ; Oonams, com- 
mon to fair, 11d. to 1s. 14d. ; Oopacks, common to fair, 1s. 1$d. to 
1s. 4d.; do., medium to good medium, Is. 43d. to 1s. 53d. ; Oonfas, 
common to medium, 1s. 14d. to 1s. 43d. ; Ningchows, fair to medium, 
second crop, 1s, 1d. to 1s. 3}d.; do., medium to fine do., 1s. 4d. to 
Is. 6}d. Green Teas: The high ;prices which have ruled since the 
opening of the market have been fully maintained. Pingsueys have 
ranged from Tls. 48 to 59.5 ; there are but few fine ones left. Fychows 
and Teenkai at Tis. 34.5 to 50. These are now arriving freely, and 
with larger supplies we look for lower rates. Some old Teas have been 
sold at Tis. 16 to 21. 

Foochow.—Businesssfor the week has been curtailed owing to the 
scarcity of tonnage for London. Congou: The principal settlements 
had consisted of good common to medium ranging from Tls. 14 to 22; 
inferior to common kinds remained comparatively neglected ; prices for 
all kinds were quoted as before; settlements during the week, 17,959 
chests; arrivals, 20,850 chests. Souchongs: Settlements during the 
week, 1,081 chests at fully previous rates ; arrivals, 1,500 chests. Cur- 
rent quotations :—Common, 1s. Ojd. to 1s. 24d.; medium to fine, 1s, 
Sid. to 1s. 9d.; fine to finest, 1s. 94d. to 28. 24d. Oolongs: No busi- 
ness reported. Scented Teas showed a further decline of half a tael ; 
settlements, 4,000 boxes at Tls. 18 to 21 for caper, and Tls. 21 to 22 for 
Scented Orange Pekoe.§Current quotations :—Common to fair, 1s. 4d, 
to 1s, 53d. Flowery Pekoe: Settlements, 134 chests at Tls. 40 to 42. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI.— Messrs. Skeggs and Co. report as follows :—During the 
early part of the fortnight very little business was done, except for the 
French mail, buyers generally believing that as the stock accumulated 
dealers would be less exorbitant in their ideas, and that we should see 
lower prices ; this, however, has not proved to be the case, as silkmen 
generally have been very firm, and for chop Silks will not take less than 
30s. 9d. We hear that for a few bales of Koo-fong-sing No, 3 as much 
as 31s. 6d. was paid for the American market—in fact, all good Silks 
are held for proportionately high rates, and it is with great difficulty 
that any Teatlees can now be found to lay down under 26s. ld. Re-reels 
have been freely taken, and for some choice parcels exorbitant rates 
paid. Settlements amount to about 3,700 bales, and the stock is about 
7,000 or 8,000 bales.

OPENING UP OF THE YANGTZE RIVER. 

The Associated Chambers of Commerce held their annual meet- 
ing at Plymouth last week, when the Chairman, Mr. Sampson 
Lloyd, of Birmingham, reviewed the state of commercial legislation, 
commented on the want of attention given to the subject in the last 
two sessions, and urged that greater efforts should be brought to bear 
upon the Government. A resolution was agreed to denouncing the 
present mode of levying income-tax on trades and professions, and 
seeking for a committee of the House of Commons to inquire into 
the subject. 

Mr. Behrens, of Bradford, brought forward a motion having for its 
object tie facilitating trade with China, by inducing the Government 
on the next revision of the treaty to secure for English merchants access 
to the heart of the country by the Yangtaze River, which is navigable 
for 1,100 miles. This would avoid the passing of goods through the 
hands of mandarins, who. would exact enormous tolls and obstruct 
traffic. This concession might be obtained from China by giving up 
two or three smaller existing coast ports. The effect of this would 
be to quadruple the exports of the manufacturers of the north of 
England to China. Mr. Haigh, of Huddersfield, in an elaborate 
geographical resume of various proposed routes, strongly supported 
this motion, pointing out the great importance of opening up to 
our fabrics the markets of China, although he would not do this at 
the cost of a single life or one blow. Mr. T. R. Ormerod, of Hud- 
derafield, followed in a similar strain. Unless we obtained new out- 
lets for our merchandise—and China was not only practically inex- 
haustible, but was aimost the only outlet left—many looms and much of 
our producing power must be idle before long. He would impress on 
our Government and all Governments that no gunboats should be 
atationed at any porta which may be opened, the moral effect of which 
on the natives is most injurious. Captain Spry, who had made this 
subject a matter of study for many years, being in the room, was re- 
quested to address the meeting, although not a member of the Cham- 
ber, and gave an historical statement, instancing many impediments 
thrown in the way by the Indian and Home Governments. The reso- 
lution was carried unanimously. 


RAILWAY COMMUNICATION WITH INDIA. 

The question of railway communication with India, after passing 
through a great deal of desaltory controversy, is now apparently enter- 
ing into the phase which will precede either its execution or ita aban- 
donment for another series of years. For some time past a committee 
of the House of Commons have been inquiring into the practicability 
of the Euphrates Valley route, and a great deal of valuable evidence 
has been obtained, among the gentlemen examined ‘being Sir Henry 
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Rawlinson, Colonel Chesney, and Sir John Maxwell. We regret to 
find that some little romance has been imported into the question, 
and it would be as well at once to put aside all ethusiastic hopes to re- 
vive the dry bones of ancient monarchies, or to make of Canaan again 
a land “ flowing with milk and honey,” as not worth a thought. The 
question, however, is assuming a very practical shape, and, to judge 
from the interest excited by the topic, will soon be brought to some 
practical result. It is very evident that in so large a work—or rather in 
an experiment on so vast a scale—advantage must be taken of exist- 
ing means, and, looked at in this manner, the difficulties in its way 
are greatly reduced. If the Roumanian and Roumelian lines already 
projected could be carried out we should be at once in commanication 
with Constantinople, so that the unly question to deal with would be 
the junction of the European and Indian lines. Asia Minor would 
present many engineering difficulties, but none such as the akill of 
the present day would not overcome. The financial part of the ques- 
tion would probably be soon set at reat if only the political obstacles 
in the way could be overcome; but herein lies the great objection to 
the scheme. Such a line must necessarily depend upon local traffic 
for its success, and the prospect of commercial success is the only in- 
ducement to carry it out. 

But where is the money to come from? It is proposed that each 
country should construct that portion of the line passing throught its 
territory, and thata joint guarantee should be given in respect of 
interest. The burden of such a guarantee, however, would fall 
chiefly upon England, as that of the Turkish Government, to judge 
from recent experiences, is absolutely worthless. After all, the 
question of railway communication with India is rather of an Imperial 
than a commercial character. Even if carried out, it could, by reason 
of the difference in freight, have no influence upon the transport of 
merchandise, except such valuable commodities ag bullion, silk, &c. 
Trade would certainly be benefited by the readier means of effecting 
sales offered by the quick transit of samples ; but the consideration is 
whether the gain is worth the outlay. For England to assume a pro- 
tectorate over so lengthy a line might lead to political complications 
of no ordinary character, and the tendency and desire of the nation is 
to limit its responsibilities in this respect. We should, indeed, be 
glad to see the Euphrates Valley scheme carried out, but we should 
deprecate any hasty execution of a gigantic enterprise which would 
involve England politically. It is, or should be, a maxim in com. 
mercial affairs that they should be entirely independent of politics 
and political considerations, and we trust this will be the case with 
the question at issue. The construction of the Euphrates Valley line 
would create a considerable trade in that district, and would ultimately 
lead to the extension of railway enterprise in Asia Minor, thus re- 
claiming those fruitful parts to civilisation. Events move rapidly now- 
a-days, and we believe that the opening up of the Euphrates Valley 
would be followed very soon by similar works between the Bosphorus 
and India, which would ultimately give us direct communication with 
our dependency in the East. 


Srornoway.—Stornoway, which lies to the northward of the Skye 
group, and is generally considered too far north for the ordinary 
tourist, has its China associations dear to all old residents of that 
country. When Mr. James Matheson (now Sir James) returned from 
China in 1842 he purchased the island of Lewis, of which Stornoway 
is the port, and built a handsome castle, with extensive grounds, farm 
premises, &c. The interests of the town have algo had ample atten- 
tion; the population, consisting of seafaring and fishermen, has much 
increased, and the roads and regularity of the streets are much supe- 
rior to most other towns of a similar sort ; indeed, the main road is 
equal to Hyde-park. Sir James has just added another boon to the 
inhabitants—viz., the establishment of a regular daily mail, by means 
of a steamer he has put on, to run over to Ullapool, on the mainland 
(about three hours’ steaming), which is in connection with the railway 
system. Stornoway is not forgotten by natives who have settled in 
China. There is now erecting a substantial schoolroom from funds left 
by Mr. Nicholson, an engineer in Shanghai, who was blown up ina 
boiler explosion on board a small steamer there some few years since. 
Sir James Matheson has given the ground, and endowed it with the 
sum of £35 per annum towards the salary of a schoolmaster. The 
first tea clipper built by Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., and com- 
manded by Captain Robertson, was named the Stornoway. Visitors 
to the place will find themselves well cared for at the Lewis Hotel, 
facing the river, which is kept by Mr. Clark, who has had some ten 
years’ experience in Shanghai and Foochow.

A ROYAL COMMISSION FOR CHINA. 

THE residents in Hong Kong have embarked in a proposal 
in which they will have the hearty sympathy of all their in- 
telligent brethren in the United Kingdom. They have held 
a meeting, at which it was resolved to request the Govern- 
ment to send ont a Royal Commission to iuquire into-the 
position of our countrymen and other foreigners in China. 
The insecurity of life and property there has become 
unendurable. The dangers of foreigners are increased, 
and their defences decreased in equal ratio. Whether 
or no their representation of the difficulties under which 
they labour will receive the gracious attention of Earl 
GRaNVILLE or Lord ENFIELD is beside the question. If we 
may judge from the example set by the Duke of ARGYLL and 
Mr, Grant Durr in curtly refusing the Special Commission 
demanded for the investigation of the affairs of India by a 
mass meeting lately held in Calcutta, we must say that, 
under our present Government, the chance of any re- 
preseniations of our countrymen abroad receiving due 
attention, or being set in their right light, is small in- 
deed. Mystery seems to be the order of the day with 
Mr. Guapstone’s Cabinet. Either Mr. Waps has for a long 
time been dumb in the midst of most exciting events which 
have occurred around him, or else his communications have 
been suppressed. Why should this be? Our Minister at Peking 
either knows nothing, or says nothing, or is allowed to have 
nothing published of what he says, concerning our relations 
with the Government at whose capital he represents Her 
Masesty. In the meantime difficulties of every kind accu- 
mulate in every one of our Eastern dependencies, clearly as 
the consequence of the gagging system adopted by our Colo- 
nial-office, and accepted by a certain number of complaisant 
Ministers, who will assuredly find astern day of reckoning 
come at last when they are compelled to give an account of 
their stewardship. The policy of Ministers like these is 
not only injurious, but suicidal. The secrets they attempt to 
keep are such as can never be kept effectually. They are 
certain to burst out and speak for themselves at a time when 
the misrule they have concealed can be least easily rectified, 
and the neglect or oppression that have caused them have 
become intolerable. Turn which way we will in the East, 
there is cause for anxiety. Look at India, where Lord 
Mayo has drained the exchequer and choked the prisons, 
in spite of the remonstrances of the public and the press. 
The Royal Commission to inquire into the affairs of this 
most misgoverned country, though temperately moved 
for by Professor Faworrt, after he had been for nearly a 
session engaged in the useless task of trying to glean any real 
information about India from the evidence taken by the 
Committee here, was superciliously negatived by the Indian 
Seoretary. At that very time this official knew perfectly well 
that discontent in India was becoming every day more and 
more widespread and threatening. But he refused the Com- 
mission, and the consequence is that one of the Judges, who 
was concerned in the unjustifiable imprisonment of hun- 
dreds of Lord Mayo’s captives, has been assassinated on 
the steps of the High Court—at a time when not a single 
member of the Absentee Government was in his place in 
the Capita! of British India. The execution of the Wa- 
habee murderer, which is both necessary and certain, will 
merely embitter the revenge of a large sect groaning under 
the imprisonment which Mr. Fawcerr’s proposed Com- 
mission would have definitely pronounced legal or illegal 
—if it had not been refused. Here then are almost the 
elements of a new mutiny growing out of the refusal of such 
a Commission as our Hong Kong friends request. And 
their request is backed up by many circumstances which 
prove its reasonableness, and, indeed, ita necessity. Sooner 
or later it must come. ‘Turn to Korea, and we find the 
effect of the retreat of the American expedition to be exulta- 
tion on the part of the natives, and a general anticipation of 
demonstration against foreigners throughout the length 
aad breadth of China. Turn to Japan, and we find Naga- 
saki, one of our most promising settlements, steadily de- 
clining by reason of the machinations of the anti-foreign 
party. Turn to Cochin China, and we find it gravely pro- 
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posed to introduce into the Legislative Assembly a mea- 
sure to abandon the French settlement of Saigon. In the 
face of an accumulation of facts like these, aud we could 
add many more, is it not obvious that, unless some vigo- 
rous steps are taken to ascertain and determine the 
real conditions of our relations with China, our hold upon 
the Far East will be endangered to such a degree that 
nothing but a war can reassert it? While affairs are in this 
state, while dangers are thickening round Hong Kong, the 
force employed for the protection of our countrymen 
there is” gradually being weakened and reduced. It needs 
but a little perseverance in the path lately opened to leave 
the foreign community almost helpless---except in so far as 
they may be able to help themselves. In this emergency 
they ask, with justice, fora Royal Commission. Such a re- 
quest could not at any time during the past year have been 
refused by any Government that had the extension of reli- 
gion, trade, and progress at heart. But the example of the 
refusal of the Royal Commission to India proves that there 
is little chance of the request of the comparatively small 
community of Hong Kong being granted, unless it is 
vigorously backed up by those interested in China at home. 
One of the members for Brighton set a noble example in 
the case of the Indian Commission ; will his colleague take 
a similar course with the proposed Commission in China ? 


THE DESTRUCTION OF SALANGORE. 

Sir Benson Maxwevi has published an exhaustive re- 
joinder to “ Sivaaporean’s ” reply to the learned Judge’s first 
letter in The Times. We still wish not to decide hastily, and 
hope that Capt. Ropmvson may be able to afford a satisfactory 
explanation of his conduct. But we must own that this hope 
becomes very slight in view of Sir Benson MaxwELL's reply 
to “SINGAPOREAN,” which seems to us to establish the fact 
that the destruction of Salangore and the menaces offered to 
the Rajah are deplorable circumstances, not only because 
they resulted in the sacrifice of life, but because they can 
hardly fail to embitter the feelings of the Malays against 
foreigners, and to weaken their faith in the discretion and 
firmness of Her Maszsty’s representatives. Sir BENnson 
writes as cogently as summarily. He says, “ Without pot- 
“tering over ‘SINGAPOREAN’S’ method of stating facts, I 
“ will take them even as he would have them ; and they 
“amount briefly to this:—A demand was made by one 
“ State on another for the extradition of a criminal refugee ; 
“the man is arrested and delivered up, but he is rescued by 
“ the lawless or insurgent subjects of the surrendering State, 
“and the officers of the demanding State are insulted, 
“threatened, and fired at. The latter Power, without 
“complaining of the wrong done or demanding of the 
“ruler the punishment of its guilty subjects, in- 
“stantly despatches a man-of-war to arrest, on its ally’s 
“territory, both the rescuers and the rescued; and 
“this force, because it meets resistance in executing these 
‘‘ measures, burns down the town in which the culprits 
“ have shut themselves up, and which they hold in defiance 
“of their Sovereign’s authority. And further (a little cir- 
“ cumstance which ‘SiNGaPOREAN’ has overlooked), the invader 
“ finishes off by requiring the Sovereign of the invaded terri- 
“tory to appoint the nominee of the former his Maire du 
“Palais. Now, call that Sovereign the Queen of England, 
“ gall the soil British soil, and call the man-of-war American, 
“ and I should be glad to know in what temper public opinion 
“in England would listen to Jonathan’s protestations that 
“ he had ‘ never intended to make war’ on Great Britain, but 
“ only to arrest on her territory criminals and their acces- 
“sories after the fact, a piratical, rebellious, and insolent 
“ crew; that he had ‘intended to settle the matter amicably,’ 
“and would have done so if he had not been resisted; and 
“that, as to the Maire du Palais, it was an admirable insti- 


“ tution, which would ‘ work well’ in ‘ opening up the coun-

“ Quid rides? Mutato nomine, de te fabula narratur.” 

This is strong writing, but not a whit stronger than the 
occasion requires. Every right-minded Englishman must 
respect the patriotic enthusiasm with which Sir Benson Ma=- 
WELL concludes thus :—‘“I have no enthusiastic affection for 
“ Malays, but I have a strong love for my own country ; and 
“ it is because I wish to see England honoured and loved that 
“TI have called attention to a transaction which, in the pre- 
“sent state of our information, seems calculated to bring 
“ upon us only hatred and contempt.” 
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The St. Gothard Railway, with a tunnel about the length of 
that of the Mont Cenis, will, it appears, very soon be commenced. 
The capital necessary for the tunnel is about 60,000,C00f., and for 
the lines to join the Italian and the Swiss Railway about 
125,000,000f. Subsidies to the extent of 85,000,000f. have been 
voted by Germany, Italy, and Switzerland, and the remaining 100 
millions will be taken by a syndicate, 65,000,009f. in bonds, bear- 
ing 5 per cent. interest, and 35,000,000f. in shares. It is esti- 
mated that at least seven to eight years will be required for the 
entire completion of the work. 

Another meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Muir, Brown, and 
Co., calico printers, of Glasgow, was held on the 26th inst. Tho 
liabilities of the firm amount to £165,000, and the assets to some- 
what over £55,900. The committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing reported that the valuation had been fairly made, and unani- 
mously recommended the acceptance of an offer on the part of the 
firm of 6s. in the pound, payable by instalments in six, eight, 
twelve and fifteen months, with a further contingent payment of 
8d. in the pound at the end of two years, should the firm then be 
able to pay it. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Inglis, Anderson, and 
Co., held at Manchester, it was resolved to accept a composition 
of 7s. in the pound, subject to the payments being guaranteed. 

The half-yearly meeting of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank 
took place at Hong Kong on the 14th August, Hon. R. Rowett in 
the chair. The profits for the half year, after making full pro- 
vision for all bad or doubtful debts, amounted to $388,331,04 ; and 
after deducting rebate on undue bills, remuneration to directors, 
&c., $371,331.04 remained for appropriation. A dividend at the 
rate of $7.50 per share for the half year was declared, thus leav- 
ing $100,000 to be passed to reserve fund, which is now raised to 
$900,000. The report and secounts will be found in our adver- 
tising columns. 

It is understood that the dividend to be announced by the 
Oriental Bank Corporation for the half-year ended the 30th of 
June last will be 6 per cent.

The net profits for that period, including $22,554.33 brought forward from last account, after paying all charges and deducting 
interest paid and due, and making full provision for all bad and doubtful debts, amount to $338,401.39, of wich: after deducting 
Rebate on Bills not yet due, and remuneration to Directors, there remains for appropriation $371,331.04.
